Officials: Bush to Cut Troops 


WASHINGTON I President Bush will tell the 
nation this week he plans to reduce the 
American troop presence in Iraq by as many 
as 30,000 by next summer, but will condition 
those and further cuts on continued progress. 
The Associated Press has learned. 

In a prime-time television address. Bush 
will endorse the recommendations of his top 
general and top diplomat in Iraq, following 
their appearance at two days of hearings in 
Congress, administration officials said. The 


White House plans to issue a written status 
report on the troop “surge” on Friday, they said. 

The officials spoke on condition of ano- 
nymity because Bush’s speech is not yet final. 
Bush was practicing the speech and putting 
the final touches on it even as the U.S. com- 
manding general, David Petraeus, and U.S. 
Ambassador Ryan Crocker were presenting 
their arguments on Capitol Hill. 

The reductions envisioned by the White 
House mirror those proposed by Petraeus and 


would leave about 130,000 
U.S. troops on the ground 
by August 2008, roughly 
the same level that were 
there before Bush ordered 
the buildup early this year, 
the officials said. 

In the speech, the pres- 
ident will say that after 
hearing from Petraeus and Crocker, he has 
decided on a way forward that will reduce 
the number of troops but not abandon Iraq, 
according to the officials, (ap)

Nation Marks Sept. II Anniversary 


Mourners pay respects 
to family, friends who 
died in terror attacks 

NEW YORK I Mourners across the 
country bowed their heads in silence 
Tuesday to mark the moments 
exactly six years earlier when 
hijacked planes crashed into the 
World Trade Center, the Pentagon 
and a Pennsylvania field. The dreary 
skies created a grim backdrop and 
a sharp contrast to the clear blue of 
that morning in 2001. 

“That day we felt isolated, but not 
for long and not from each other,” 


New York Mayor Michael Bloom- 
berg said. “Six years have passed, 
and our place is still by your side.” 

Construction equipment now 
fills the vast city block where the 
World Trade Center once stood. The 
work under way for four new towers 
forced the ceremony’s move away 
from the twin towers’ footprints 
and into a nearby park. 

As people clutched framed pho- 
tos of their lost loved ones, Kath- 
leen Mullen, whose niece Kathleen 
Casey died in the attacks, said the 
park was close enough.

you don’t wake up and say, ‘Oh, it’s 
9/11,” she said. 

A memorial honoring Flight 93’s 
40 passengers and crew began at 
9:45 a.m., shortly before the time 
the airliner nosedived into the 


empty field. 

“As American citizens, we’re all 
looking at our heroes,” said Kay 
Roy, whose sister Colleen Fraser, 
of Elizabeth, N. J., died when the 
plane went down. 

In Washington, Gen. Peter Pace 
spoke beside the Pentagon wall 
where one of the hijacked planes 
broke through. 

“I do not know the proper words 
to tell you what’s in my heart, what 
is in our hearts, what your fellow 
citizens are thinking today. We 
certainly hope that somehow these 
observances will help lessen your 
pain,” he said, amy westfeldt (ap)

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Skepticism Grows in GOP 


Republicans challenge 
Gen. Petraeus’ report 
on progress in Iraq 

WASHINGTON | Senate Republi- 
cans sharply challenged President 
Bush’s top U.S. military general and 
ambassador in Iraq on Tuesday, a 
sign that some within the party 
retain serious misgivings about 
the protracted war. 

“Are we going to continue to 
invest blood and treasure at the 
same rate we’re doing now? For 
what?” asked Sen. Chuck Hagel, 
R-Neb., who supports legislation 


setting a deadline to bring troops 
home. 

The exchanges came just a day 
after the top U.S. war commander, 
Gen. David Petraeus, recommended 
keeping the bulk of U.S. forces in Iraq 
— about 130,000 troops — deployed 
there through next July. 

Hagel and other Republican sen- 
ators on the panel said they doubted 
that simply giving war command- 
ers more time would necessarily 
yield results. 

“In my judgment, some type of 
success in Iraq is possible, but as 
policymakers, we should acknowl- 
edge that we are facing extraordi- 


narily narrow margins for achieving 
our goals,” said Sen. Richard Lugar 
of Indiana, the top Republican on 
the committee. 

Sen. Norm Coleman, R-Minn., 
said he appreciates plans to return 
troop levels to 130,000 — down 
from the 168,000 currently in 
Iraq — but that he wants a longer- 
term vision other than suggestions 
that Petraeus and U.S. Ambassador 
Ryan Crocker will return to Con- 
gress in mid-March to give another 
assessment of the war. 

“Americans want to see light at 
the end of the tunnel,” Coleman

Vicious Hate Crime Alleged in W.Va. 


Six people are accused 
of holding woman in 
trailer and abusing her 

BIG CREEK, W.VA. I For at least a 
week, authorities say, a young black 
woman was held captive in a mobile 
home, forced to eat animal waste, 
stabbed, choked and repeatedly 
sexually abused — all while being 
peppered with a racial slur. 

It wasn’t until deputies acting on 
an anonymous tip drove to a trailer 
deep in West Virginia’s rural hills 
that she was found. Limping toward 
the door with her arms outstretched, 
she uttered, “Help me,” the Logan 
County sheriff’s office said. 

Six people, all white, including 
a mother and son and a mother 
and daughter, have been arrested 
and could face federal hate crime

charges in the suspected attack on 
20 -year-old Megan Williams. 

“I don’t understand a human 
being doing another human being 
the way they did my daughter,” Car- 
men Williams said Tuesday. 

The AP generally does not iden- 
tify suspected victims of sexual 
assault, but Williams and her moth- 
er agreed to release her name. 

The case is “something that 
would have come out of a horror 
movie,” Logan County Sheriff W.E. 
Hunter said. 

Authorities were still looking for 
two people they believe drove the 
woman to the house where she was 
allegedly abused, said Logan Coun- 
ty Chief Deputy V.K. Dingess. An 
FBI spokesman in Pittsburgh, Bill 
Crowley, confirmed that the agency 
is looking into possible civil rights 
violations, (ap) 


Deaths, Injuries 
From Medicines 
Climb Rapidly 

CH ICAGO I Reports of dangerous side 
effects and deaths from widely used 
medicines almost tripled between 
1998 and 2005, an analysis of U.S. 
drug data found. 

The number of deaths and seri- 
ous injuries from prescription and 
over-the-counter drugs climbed 
from 34,966 to 89,842 during the 
study of reports to the Food and 
Drug Administration. 

“This growing toll of serious inju- 
ry shows that the existing system is 
not adequately protecting patients 
and underscores the importance of 
recent reports urging far-reaching 
legislative, policy and institutional 
changes,” the authors said. 

The analysis appears in this 
week’s issue of Archives of Inter- 
nal Medicine, (ap)

MOSCOW 

Report: Russia Successfully 
Tests the ‘Dad of All Bombs’ 

The Russian military has success- 
fully tested what it described as the 
world’s most powerful non-nuclear 
air- delivered bomb, Russia’s state 
television reported Tuesday. It was 
the latest show of Russia’s military 
muscle amid chilly relations with 
the United States. Channel One tele- 
vision said the new weapon, nick- 
named the “dad of all bombs” is four 
times more powerful than the U.S. 
“mother of all bombs.” (ap) 

ISLAMABAD, PAKISTAN 

Ex-PM Sharif’s Lawyers File 
Appeal Over Deportation 

Lawyers for former Prime Minister 
Nawaz Sharif filed a petition in the 
Supreme Court on Tuesday challeng- 
ing his deportation to Saudi Ara- 
bia, setting up another confrontation 
between the judiciary and Pakistan’s 
military ruler as he battles to hold 
onto power. President Gen. Pervez 
Musharraf sent Sharif, the premier 
he ousted in a 1999 coup, back into 
exile on Monday after Sharif landed 
on a flight from London, (ap)

Islamic Jihad Union Claims 
To Be Behind Bomb Schemes 

German authorities said Tuesday 
that the Islamic Jihad Union mili- 
tant group has claimed responsi- 
bility for planning bombings that 
were foiled by the arrests of three 
suspects last week and confirmed 
that the U.S. air base at Ramstein 
was among the targets. The Interi- 
or Ministry said in a statement that 
the IJU made the announcement 
on the Internet and that govern- 
ment computer experts viewed it 
as genuine, (ap) 


Turkish Police Thwart Car Bombing 


Vehide was packed 
with more than 1,300 
pounds of explosives 

ANKARA, TURKEY I Police found and 
defused more than 1,300 pounds 
of explosives packed into a mini- 
bus parked near a marketplace on 
Tuesday, thwarting what one official 
described as “a possible disaster.” 

Bomb experts said the materi- 
als were similar to those seized in 
the past from Kurdish separatists. 
Turkey accuses Kurdish rebels of 


smuggling hundreds of pounds of 
explosives into the country from 
neighboring Iraq, where the guer- 
rillas have been based for decades. 
Turkey is pressuring Iraq and the 
United States to crack down on the 
group in Iraq, threatening to do the 
job itself if others do not. 

If authorities determine that 
rebels belonging to the separatist 
Kurdistan Workers Party, or PKK, 
were behind the plot, that could fuel 
debate about whether to stage a 
cross-border offensive to elimi- 
nate the threat — despite strong

objections from the U.S. and Iraq 
against such a military move. 

The guerrillas have staged 
numerous bombings and suicide 
attacks in the past, but the bomb 
discovered Tuesday was the largest 
ever linked to the Kurdish rebels. 

Sniffer dogs led officers to the 
blue minibus parked just yards from 
a food market, authorities said. 

Police evacuated houses and 
cordoned off the area, and explo- 
sives experts defused the bomb in 
three hours. Police Chief Ercument

EU Gives U.K. a Break on the Pint 


BRUSSELS, BELGIUM I The pint lives 
on: The European Commission has 
ditched its attempt to impose the 
metric system on Ireland and Brit- 
ain, where a grocer was once con- 
victed of selling bananas by the 
pound rather than by the kilo. 

European Union rules drafted in 
1999 aimed to phase out imperial 


measures such as miles and pints by 
2009, but the EU’s executive body 
decided on a U-turn Tuesday in the 
face of public opposition. 

The decision “honors the cul- 
ture and traditions of Great Brit- 
ain and Ireland, which are impor- 
tant to the European Commission,” 
said Guenter Verheugen, the EU’s 


industry policy commissioner. 

Britain and Ireland officially 
use the metric system, but impe- 
rial measures are often still used 
alongside metric counterparts. 

Under the EU decision, they can 
maintain miles on road signs and 
pubs may continue to serve draft 
beer in pint mugs, along with the 
Troy ounce for weighing precious 
metals, (ap) 


Outbreak 
Of Ebola 
Hits Congo 

Lab results confirm 
illness outbreak after 
more than 160 die 

KINSHASA, CONGO I Lab results have 
confirmed a deadly illness outbreak 
in southeastern Congo as Ebola 
fever, officials said Monday. 

The U.S. Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention in Atlan- 
ta and another lab in Gabon con- 
firmed the disease as a hemorrhag- 
ic fever, and specifically as Ebola, 
Health Minister Makwenge Kaput 
said on national television. 

More than 160 people have died 
of the illness in the affected region 
since late August and nearly 400 
have been infected, said Jean- 
Constatin Kanow, the chief medi- 
cal inspector for the province. 

Medical inspectors had previ- 
ously said that people began dying 
after high-profile funerals of two 
village chiefs in the region where 
relatives usually wash the bodies 
of the deceased by hand. 

In the past, Congo has seen 
large outbreaks of Marburg and 
Ebola, both hemorrhagic fevers

Russians Seek 
To Birth a Patriot 


Volga River region 
offers big ineentives 
to boost low birth rate 

ULYANOVSK, RUSSIA I Make ababy; 
win a car. 

Don’t be surprised if the streets 
are empty and curtains drawn in 
this central Russian region Wednes- 
day as residents take up an offer by 
the regional governor to help stem 
Russia’s demographic crisis. 

Ulyanovsk Gov. Sergei Morozov 
has decreed Sept. 12 a Day of Con- 
ception and is giving couples time 
off from work to procreate. Couples 
who give birth nine months later 
on Russia’s national day — June 12 
— will receive money, cars, refrig- 
erators and other prizes. 

It’s the third year that the Volga 
River region, about 550 miles east 
of Moscow, has held the contest. 
Since then, the number of compet- 
itors — and the number of babies 
born — has been on the rise. 

Russia’s population has dropped 
since the 1991 Soviet collapse, fed 
by declining birth rates, a low life 
expectancy, a spike in emigration, a 
frayed health care system and other 
factors. The country — the world’s 
largest — now has just 141.4 mil- 
lion citizens. 

More than 500 women signed up 
for the contest in 2006 — resulting

nine months later in 78 babies, or 
more than triple the region’s daily 
average. So far this year, the region’s 
birth rate is up 4.5 percent compared 
to the same period last year. 

“I don’t think people get preg- 
nant just to get a prize on the 12th 
[of June], but if the dates coincide 
and they give you a ... car there’s 
nothing wrong with that,” said Yuri, 
a 28 -year- old father-to-be who 
declined to give his last name. 

In Ulyanovsk, everyone who has 
a baby in a local hospital on June 12 
gets some kind of prize. The winners 
of the grand prize — a locally made 
SUV called a UAZ -Patriot — are 
couples judged by a committee on 
criteria such as “respectability” and 
“commendable parenting.” (ap)

Taxicab commission 
takes no position in 
meter vs. zone debate 

The D.C. Taxicab Commission 
“punted” Tuesday afternoon. 

That’s how Commissioner 
Thomas E. Heinemann described 
the commission’s decision Tuesday 
not to take a position on whether 
to recommend to Mayor Adrian M.

Health Insurance 
Costs Increase 6% 


Health insurance premiums paid 
by workers and their employers 
rose an average of 6.1 percent this 
year, outpacing inflation and pay 
increases and taking a bigger chunk 
out of families’ budgets, according 
to a new survey. 

Premiums for employer- spon- 
sored health insurance for the aver- 
age family topped $12,000 — with 
employees picking up about one- 
fourth of that cost — although the 
increase in premiums slowed for a 
fourth straight year. 

Insurance costs probably will 
rise again next year, according to the 
survey released Tuesday by the Kai- 
ser Family Foundation, a health care 
research organization that annual- 
ly tracks the cost of health insur- 


ance. This year, premiums reached 
an average of $12,106 for a family of 
four, with workers paying, on aver- 
age, $3,281 of that. Premiums to 
cover a single person cost $4,479, 
with employees paying $694. The 
portions both families and single 
people pay in premiums has nearly 
doubled since 2001. 

The companies reported that 
premiums for families increased 
6.1 percent, on average. That’s the 
lowest growth rate since 1999, when 
premiums rose 5.3 percent. 

This year’s slowdown doesn’t 
mean much when it outpaces wages, 
which rose an average of 3.7 percent, 
and inflation, which went up 2.6 per- 
cent, said Drew Altman, the founda- 
tion’s president and CEO. (ap)

Bizarre pod-like okra 
is the focal point of a 
growing S.C. festival 

FESTIVALS I You could complete 
an entire study of Southern deli- 
cacies by hopscotching the food 
festivals that sprout across South 
Carolina each year — boiled pea- 
nuts in Pelion, shrimp in Beaufort, 
peaches in Gaffney, watermelon in 
Pageland. 

But for crowd size, not to mention 
guaranteed puzzled looks from your 
non-Southern friends, it’s hard to beat 
the Okra Strut, Irmo, S.C.’s autumn 
homage to the fuzzy, slimy — and, 
people here say, deeply misunder- 
stood — green pod vegetable. 

Over three and a half decades. 


the Okra Strut has grown substan- 
tially in popularity, much like Irmo 
itself, a suburb of about 11,000 peo- 
ple northwest of the state capital. 
The Strut now draws an estimated 
50,000 people. 

“We get a lot of attention because 
it’s an unusual vegetable,” says Jim 
Twitty, the festival’s administrator. 
“Sometimes I have to explain what 
it is first.” 

Not to mention explaining why 
anyone would want to eat okra. It 
grows in slender pods 3 to 4 inches 
long covered in light fuzz. It’s not 
much for inner beauty, either. Slic- 
ing an okra pod open releases an 
oozy inner membrane. 

While the ooze is an important 
thickening agent in stews and 
gumbo, the slimy quality makes 


some people turn away from okra, 
particularly in its boiled variety. 
People down South overcome

this problem the best way they 
know how — deep-frying — and 
there is deep-fried okra by the bush- 
el at the Okra Strut, set this year 
for Sept. 28 and 29, just as Irmo 
begins to slough off its oppressive 
summer heat. 


The festival is family-friend- 
ly to the point of being squeaky 
clean: Besides the mainstay arts 
and crafts, the Saturday afternoon 
draws include an “Okryland” for kids, 
pony rides and a petting zoo. 

For culinary gawkers, there are 
two okra- eating contests — a Friday 
night binge for area public safety 
officers and a Saturday version for 
children designed to see who can 
plow through about 2 pounds of 
okra the fastest. 

That’s fried, by the way. 
“Fortunately, it’s not boiled, which 
is what we used to require them to 
eat,” Twitty says. “We were losing 
people. They refused to eat it. Plus, 
it sometimes makes people sick, and 
that’s not the best thing to happen on

Screenwriter Paul 
Haggis got there, it 
just took him a while 

PATIENCE I Paul Haggis jokes that 
after more than two decades of fail- 
ing his way to success in television, 
he finally reached his true destina- 
tion: the big screen. 

There has been little resembling 
failure for him there. 

The first two films Haggis 
wrote, “Million Dollar Baby” and 
“Crash,” won back-to-back best-pic- 
ture Academy Awards. He earned 
a best-director nomination for 
“Crash,” his first time as a film- 
maker, and that ensemble drama 
became the upset winner for 2005’s 
top Oscar over the heavily favored 
“Brokeback Mountain.” 

Haggis earned a third writing 
Oscar nomination for last year’s “Let- 
ters From Iwo Jima” — his third col- 
laboration with director Clint East- 
wood following “Million Dollar Baby” 
and “Flags of Our Fathers.” 

It took longer than he liked, but at 
54, Haggis has become one of Holly- 
wood’s hottest new directors. 

Haggis’ “In the Valley of Elah,” 
a murder mystery set among U.S. 
soldiers recently home from Iraq, 
has powerful performances from 


Tommy Lee Jones, Charlize Theron 
and Susan Sarandon. And Haggis’ 
sharp, provocative dialogue could 
put him back in Oscar contention 
for the fourth year in a row. 

While building TV credits 
on such series as “Walker, Texas 
Ranger,” “thirtysomething,” “The 
Tracey Ullman Show” and the 
acclaimed, short-lived crime 
drama “EZ Streets,” Haggis wrote 
furiously but futilely as he tried to 
move into theatrical films. 

“I just failed for 30 years. It’s no 
great secret. It wasn’t, ‘You know 
what? I’m going to wait until my 
late 40s to break into films,”’ Hag- 
gis said. 


“Finally, I got so fed up and got 
so frustrated, I thought, T’m just 
going to write things I feel passion- 
ately about.’” 

So he wrote “Crash” with col- 
laborator Bobby Moresco, which 
earned them both Oscars for origi- 
nal screenplay, and he wrote “Mil- 
lion Dollar Baby,” which brought 
Haggis a nomination for adapted 
screenplay. 

“In the Valley of Elah,” opening 
Friday, stars Jones and Sarandon 
as parents of an American soldier 
slain near his military base. Theron 
plays a local police detective who 
helps Jones’ character look into the

Wade Gets in Gear After Getting Nod 



Veteran says he will 
take over right tackle 
job for injured Jansen 

REDSKINS I In the parlance of ath- 
letes, it’s known as “The Nod,” a 
brief-but-unmistakable tilting of 
the head, from coach to player, 
that means “strap on your helmet; 
it’s time to get out there.” After seven 
seasons in the NFL, tackle Todd 
Wade knows the Nod when he sees 
it, and following Jon Jansen’s sea- 
son-ending injury Sunday, Wade 
says he got it twice in rapid suc- 
cession, a certain indication that he 
would be Washington’s new start- 
ing right tackle. 

Nothing was spoken, but when 
Wade locked eyes with coach Joe 
Gibbs and associate head coach A1 
Saunders on Sunday, he assumed 
his time had come. This is why he 
worked so hard to overcome major 
knee surgery a few years back, why 
he received a $6.2-million contract 
in the offseason, why he was so will- 
ing to attempt a doomed conver- 
sion to guard in preseason at the 
team’s behest. 

Gibbs acknowledged the 
exchange but when asked about 
it Monday claimed this particu- 
lar nod meant only that Wade was 
“going to play a huge role for us,” and 
not necessarily start, implying an 


uncertainty existed about whether 
to replace Jansen with Wade, 30, a 
longtime starter and veteran of 109 
NFL games, or undrafted rookie 
free agent Stephen Heyer, 23. 


So, by yesterday Wade was a little 
anxious, knowing he was the logi- 
cal choice but not totally certain he 
was the starter until he stepped into 
the office of offensive line coach Joe 


Bugel in mid-afternoon. 

“I’ve been waiting to get in there, 
so I went to his office and asked 
coach Bugel, and that was the deal,” 
Wade said. 

Internally, some coaches and 
players believed Wade’s skills 
were comparable to Jansen’s, per- 
haps even superior in certain nuanc- 
es of pass protection, but Jansen 
had just received a huge contract 
extension, and starting left guard

agency. His massive size and lack

Americans continue 
to sneak into Cuba as 
the Castro era ends 

Barack Obama would lift restric- 
tions on visits by Cuban Americans 
to the hemisphere’s only commu- 
nist country, if elected president. 
A growing chorus of Democratic 
and Republican lawmakers would 
go even further, loosening the U.S. 
embargo enough to allow all Ameri- 
cans to travel to Cuba. 

But thousands of U.S. tour- 


ists already travel to Cuba behind 
Washington’s back, and many say 
being sneaky is part of the fun. 
Some are scrambling to get to the 
island while Fidel Castro is still 
alive, fearing the U.S. government 
could scrap the travel ban once he’s 
gone and bring profound change to 
the country. 

“The fact that you’re not sup- 
posed to be there, that was the top 
for me,” said Amit, 29, a New York 
City native who visited Cuba in 
September 2006, shortly after the 
81-year- old Castro fell ill and ceded 
power to his younger brother. 

“I was like. It’s time to go,”’ said 
Amit, who asked that his full name 
not be published to avoid U.S. fines.

Traveling to Cuba is not illegal 
for Americans, but provisions of the 
Trading With the Enemy Act pro- 
hibit spending money there with- 
out authorization. If caught, unau- 
thorized U.S. tourists can face civil 
fines of up to $55,000, though many 
settle for smaller amounts. 

Since January 2006, 19 Ameri- 
cans have paid fines for sneaking to 
Cuba, including four people involved 
in making Oliver Stone’s documen- 


tary about Castro, “Comandante.” 
Filmmaker Michael Moore is being 
investigated for filming “Sicko” 
without permission in Cuba. 

Cuba said 20,100 Americans 
visited the country through June 
of this year, almost all presumably 
without U.S. permission. 

“We wanted to get here before all 
the other Americans come and ruin 
it all,” said Bridget, a 20 -year- old 
from Minneapolis, Minn., who wan- 
dered Old Havana’s colonial streets 
with her friend Erik in August. 


“It’s forbidden treasure,” said 
Erik, also from the Twin Cities. “It 
will be so Americanized in a few 
years. Just like Cancun,” where U.S. 
franchises from the Hard Rock Cafe 
to Hooters tend to drown out Mexi- 
can culture.

An artist in Boston 
is trying to bring back 
movie Smellovision 

Megan Dickerson always loved the 
rich colors and melodic scores of the 
film “Willy Wonka & the Choco- 
late Factory.” But she also longed 
to experience the sweet scents of 
chocolate and schnozberries. 

A self-proclaimed multisensory 
artist, Dickerson is now trying to 
revive Smellovision. 

She’s staged outdoor showings 
of “Willy Wonka” for hundreds of 
people and used oscillating fans and 
artificially scented oils to distribute 
aromas of blueberry pie and banana 
taffy during the film. With help 
from local art houses and the Bos- 
ton Children’s Museum, she plans 
to bring other films for sniffing to 
theaters this fall. 

“There’s been a crazy response 
to the movement,” Dickerson said. 
“I guess there just aren’t enough 


opportunities for wonder out there, 
but there’s something nostalgic 
about this art action that makes 


you feel like a kid again.”

1950s, when a signal from a “smell 
track” on the film activated a tub- 
ing system to transmit odors to 
each seat. Aroma-Rama, a simi- 
lar application, piped odors into 
the theater through the building’s 
ventilator system. 

Dickerson, a manager of commu- 
nity programs for the Boston Chil- 
dren’s Museum, said she’s always 
been fascinated with the psychology 
associated with smell and started to 
experiment with fragrances through 
a program with the Sense of Smell 
Institute at the museum. 

She was especially struck by the 
idea of “scent memories.” 

“This will inevitably give us a 
sense of comfort and draw us back 


to a playful place, and give us flash- 
backs of things we may have forgot- 
ten about,” she said, noting that a 
strawberry-lemon bottled scent in 
her collection triggers memories of 
her older brother’s hair gel. 

Dickerson hopes to organize a 
Smellovision film festival and plans 
to work with movies like 19b0’s 
film “Scent of Mystery” and John 
Waters’ “Polyester” — movies that 
“make no sense without the smells,” 
she said. 

Dickerson said she may hand out 
small, squeezable “scent bottles” so 
that individuals can experience the 
fumes from their seats. 

Robert Thompson, director of 
the Bleier Center for Television 
and Popular Culture at Syracuse 
University, said Smellovision will 
always attract curiosity, but the 
payoff to adding scent to movies 
is not as great as it was for sound 
or color. 

He said it’s doubtful Smellovision 
would ever survive outside of IMAX 
theaters and Disney World. 

“I think it’s forever going to be a 
novelty,” Thompson said. “There are 
not terribly many occasions where 
we’re watching a movie or television 
show and thinking the technology is 
so inferior because it doesn’t bring 
us smell. It’s just not necessary, and 
there aren’t very many movies that 
would make us even care about

“The biggest misconception 
about self-defense is that you have to 
be in great shape,” says Middleton, 
director of D.C. Impact Self Defense. 
“You don’t need to be.” 

Rule No. 1: You can learn self- 
defense skills if you are overweight, 
uncoordinated, injured, frail or all 
of the above. “You don’t have to be a 
martial artist,” says Lauren Taylor, 
owner of Defend Yourself, which 
offers classes in various D.C. and 
Maryland locations. “They think 
they’ll have to kick in the air and 
look like Michelle Yeoh [of James 
Bond movie fame] . They think they 
need to be a super-athlete, that they 
can’t be small, weak or disabled.” 

While martial arts — like judo, 
krav maga, karate, tae kwon do and 
jiu-jitsu — are types of self-defense, 
instructors point out that not all 
forms of self-defense are mar- 


tial arts. In the D.C. area, several 
classes specifically teach students 
to protect themselves from would- 
be attackers. The courses cover pre- 
vention, awareness, assertiveness, 
verbal self-defense and physical 
self-defense. Students who have 
completed the training often say 
the experience was life -changing. 

Some of the classes also allow 
men or offer parallel, guy- oriented 
courses. But Middleton, who has 
studied martial arts for decades 
and is a seventh- degree black belt 
in tae kwon do, says 95 percent of 
her students are women. “Men are 
more interested in competing and 
combat,” she says. “In class, we talk 
about what it will be like emotion- 
ally if you’re attacked. Men don’t 
want to hear about that. They just 
want to whack things.” 

Women who take self-defense 
classes are a microcosm of the 
overall population, Middleton says. 
Some have been attacked. Others 


PROTECT YOURSELF 


These tips from self-defense instructors certainly won’t take the place of a 
thorough course involving role-playing, simulated assaults and practicing 
use of force against padded “attackers.” But you can get a head start on pro- 
tecting yourself by employing these suggestions every day. m.d.g.k. 

1. Be aware of your surroundings. 

2. Don’tparkinadarkarea. 

3. Remember that you can use anything you’re carrying — keys, purse, 
umbrella — as a weapon. 

4. Take off the iPod when you’re jogging; putthe cell phone down when you’re 
in the parking lot. Predators look for people who are distracted because they 
want easy targets. 

5. Have a buddy system. If your friends don’t look out for you, choose new 
friends. 

6. Carry yourself in a confident manner. 

7. Don’t draw attention to yourself. 

8. If a situation presents itself, try to end it early; say “no” the moment you 
begin to feel uncomfortable, or usea very simple self-defense technique like 
stepping away from the other person. 

9. Never go anywhere with a stranger; it’s betterto putupafightrightwhere 
you are. 

10. Understand that any kind of struggle or resistance against the attacker — 
kicking, yelling, hitting, biting — means a better chance of your survival. 


live alone or travel solo. Others sim- 
ply feel they should learn to fend off 
potential assailants. 

One of Middleton’s students, 
Jeanine Braithwaite, 46, took 
the 25 -hour Impact class in 1989 
and then took it again with her 
16 -year- old daughter this summer. 
“It’s a wonderful set of skills,” says 
Braithwaite, who lives in Derwood, 
Md., and travels extensively as an 
international developer. She says 
the moves and sense of confidence 
have stuck with her. “It gives you a 
sense of relaxation from the ever-

present worry that most women 
have — what will I do if some- 
thing happens? Well, now I know.” 

Braithwaite says one of the most 
valuable components of the class 
was hitting the men who don body 
armor and pretend to be attackers. 
“I’d never hit anyone before,” she 
says. “As women, you’re not social- 
ized to do that.” 

Instructors teach students which 
parts of an attacker’s body are most 
vulnerable (nose, eyes and throat), 
plus how to strike those areas. They 
also show how and where to hit and 
kick. Taylor says kicks to the knees 
are quite effective, because knees 
injure easily and then the attack- 
er can’t run after you as you flee. 
Stomps to the foot are also good, 
for similar reasons. 

But there’s more than kicks and 
stomps. Classes designed specifi- 
cally for women’s self-defense tend 
to focus as much on verbal and psy- 
chological strategies as on physi- 
cal skills. The goal? To avoid the 
assault completely or to end it before 
it turns physical. 

“Almost every scenario starts 
with verbal,” says Middleton. 
“There are usually conversations 
before someone starts punching 
you. The main thing about self- 
defense is not physical techniques 
or ornate martial arts moves. It’s 
understanding what the dangers are 
and knowing how to diffuse and de- 
escalate (which can include lying 
your way out of a situation), or how 
to get help so you don’t have to han- 
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die the situation by yourself.” 

Christie Lutsiak, 34, has had two 
back surgeries in the past couple 
years. She took the Impact class this 
summer. She found it challenging 
due to her back, but she still learned 
skills and gained confidence. “By 
the time the class was over, you’ve 
done dozens of practice muggings 
and attacks,” she says. 

Lutsiak, a cancer researcher who 
lives in Gaithersburg, says she was 
surprised that the class was so emo- 
tionally draining. “Your adrenaline 
is flowing, and the male muggers 
are very good actors,” she says. “I 
didn’t think they could re-cre- 
ate real-life scenarios, but when 
you’re standing there and some- 
one is yelling insults and attempting 
to remove your clothing, it doesn’t 
matter [that] there’s an instructor 
standing nearby. It felt real, and I 
fought off the guy. By the end of 
class, I was physically and emo- 
tionally exhausted.” 

Self-defense classes borrow 
many fundamentals from martial 
arts — the mind-body connec- 
tion, the concept of taking advan- 
tage of your opponent’s (attacker’s) 
weaknesses rather than your own 
strength — but there are many dif- 
ferences. Martial artists generally 
study for years to become profi- 
cient, while self-defense skills can 
be picked up quickly. 

Trevor Crowley, 38, a financial 
adviser who informally teaches 
self-defense to small groups at 
World Tae Kwon Do Masters in 
Rockville, has been studying and 
competing in martial arts for five 
years. He says women learning self- 
defense don’t necessarily need to 
keep practicing the skills, but they 
do need the techniques to become 
second nature. 


“In martial arts, there is some- 
thing called wei’— doing a move- 
ment so often that it’s committed 
to memory,” he says. This muscle 
memory will help a woman know 
how to respond instinctively if 
someone grabs her neck, wrist or 
an article of clothing. 

Some instructors, like Jeremy 
Lafreniere, who owns the Capital 
Jiu-Jitsu Academy in Alexandria 
and teaches a one -hour She’Safe 
seminar, still stress that it’s impor- 
tant to train often to keep on top of 
defensive skills. “You need to prac- 


tice,” he says. “It’s not how much you 
know; it’s how well you know what 
you know.” 

But Middleton disagrees and 
says she wouldn’t want to teach 
self-defense that students had to 
practice. “We assume you don’t 
know anything when you walk in, 
and that you never think about it 
after you leave, but you know what 
to do if you’re attacked. It kicks in as 
if you’d learned it yesterday.” 

Lindsay Conn, 40, a life coach 
who lives in Silver Spring, took 
Taylor’s class last year after going 


through counseling at the D.C. Rape 
Crisis Center. She was raped in 
2000 while vacationing in Jamaica 
and says the course was invaluable 
in building up her confidence. 

“The first lesson was to learn to 
say ‘no’ and to learn to say ‘stop’ in 
the face of someone saying or doing 
something to us that simply did not 
feel comfortable,” Conn says. She 
believes the course made her aware 
of an internal power she didn’t know 
existed. “That came as a surprise 
and changed my life around,” she 

says. MELANIE D.G. KAPLAN

Go Bat to School 


An ex-contractor 
scores big with a 
cool new career in 
sports marketing 

As a boy, Greg Foscato was a rabid 
New York Mets fan. “If you told me 
at 10 years old that I’d grow up to 
work in baseball in some capacity, 
I’d have been pretty darn happy,” 
he says. 

Foscato did, but via a round- 
about path. After serving in 
the U.S. Navy, he settled in the 
District as a defense contractor. 
But two years ago, he acted on an 
impulse and enrolled in George 
Washington University’s Event & 
Tourism Professional Education 
Programs. There are four avail- 
able concentrations: hospitality, 
event management, tourism and 
sports management. 

“I didn’t know what I wanted, so 
I figured that way I’d have choic- 
es,” he says. 

A year in, he was excited about 
“how much variety there is in sports: 
media, athletics, agents, marketing. 


community relations.” 

He also liked the opportunities 
for hands-on learning, from intern- 
ships with the Greater Washington 
Sports Alliance and the Washington 
Nationals to class work at the Turino 
Olympics. 

“Almost every day, there 
are three or four oppor- 
tunities for projects or 
internships or meet- 
ing people,” Foscato 
says. “A lot of employ- 
ers tell me how high- 
ly they regard the GW 
program. And I wouldn’t 
have these opportunities as a 
guy who’d quit his job and just said, 
1 want to work for you.’” 

“We get a lot of career changers,” 
says associate professor of sports 
management Lisa Delpy Neirotti. 
“We provide the industry terminol- 
ogy they need, so they can talk the 
lingo in an interview.” Courses cover 
contracts, communications, event 
management, promotion, sponsor- 
ships and other topics. 

Students can attend classes in 
non- degree status, work toward a 
certificate or transfer credits into 


a master’s program. Alumni have 
gone on to work for teams from the 
Wizards to the Redskins, groups 
from the NCAA to the NHL, and 
companies from Nike to ESPN. 

Though Foscato original- 
ly checked out GW’s certificate 
options, he enrolled in the mas- 
ter’s program and endured 
the usual culture shock of 
going back to class. 

“Time management 
was a big thing to learn,” 
he says. “Is that hour 
better spent reading for 
class or going to dinner 
with your wife? Or can you 
figure out a way to do both?” 

Even though his work contract 
was expiring, “it was nerve-wrack- 
ing to quit” the safety of a steady 
career for school and internships 
in his 30s, he says — “and, at first, 
people thought I’d lost it.” Some 
friends ribbed him, asking for hot 
dogs at RFK Stadium — “but now 
that I’ve moved up, they see it more 
seriously.” 

Foscato earned his GW degree in 
sports administration last month. 
Students can finish faster if they 
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MASTER’S DEGREE 


don’t do SO many internships, but 
Foscato sees them as “a very valu- 
able part of the program. You can 
apply what you learn from the class- 
room immediately, as opposed to 
undergrad work, where you wait 
four years.” 

His new job, which he began 
this summer, is in sales and mar- 
keting for the Nationals, mainly 
handling customer care for sea- 
son-ticket holders. That includes 
moving everyone from seats at 
RFK to seats in the new stadium, 
which opens next spring. 

Just as he did in defense work, 
the Old Town Alexandria resident 
wears a suit and tie to the office 
each day. But two or three times 
per week, he’s assigned to work 
a game at the stadium in a Nats 
polo shirt. 

There’s too much to do on those 
days to see many plays at the plate, 
but he does pitch in on fun proj- 
ects — everything from coordi- 


nating the traditional kids’ run- 
ning of the bases on Sundays to 
promoting bobblehead-giveaway 
nights and fan festivals. 

The job involves no player inter- 
action, so, no, he can’t get you a 
signed baseball. But he does get 
lots of job satisfaction. 

“In the Navy, a friend and I 
would sit around and talk about 
how neat it would be to work for 
a baseball team,” say Foscato. “It 
feels good to accomplish that goal, 
especially being part of a new 
organization and seeing how it’s 
being built from scratch with a 
new stadium, too. 

“I’m proud of that,” Foscato 
says. “I’m going to track that guy 
down and tell him.” ellen ryan

Many women are 
pouring into the 
intoxicating field 
of serving wine 

Elli Benchimol didn’t mind being 
mistaken for the coat clerk or host- 
ess while she worked at Rasika res- 
taurant in Penn Quarter. But then 
she was scoffed at by two male din- 
ers when she asked if she could help 
them select a wine. 

The men, set-in-their-ways types 
who tend to want a Bordeaux or a

Burgundy, “gave me a hard time 
about being a girl,” remembers 
Benchimol, 30. But she won them 
over, getting them to “try one of my 
hidden gems, like a pinot noir from 
Oregon. I wanted to turn them on to 
the New World, and I totally did.” 

Forget the image of the stuffy 
male sommelier. These days, diners 
at many restaurants in Washington 
will encounter a woman when they 
need help navigating a wine list. 

Some women say their gender 
gives them a table-side advan- 
tage when it comes to one of the 
most important parts of the job: 
the sales pitch. “Women are bet- 
ter at the soft sell,” says Nadine 
Brown, the 34 -year- old somme- 
lier at Charlie Palmer Steak near 
Union Station. “I have an approach- 
able attitude. I’m conscious of not 
being snooty and looking down my 
nose at people.” 

A Jamaica native. Brown sees 
a benefit from her background in 
social work and thinks her opening 
line — “What are you in the mood 
for?” — creates an emotional tie 
with the customer. “I don’t think 
a man would say that. The tone of 
my voice is reassuring.” 

The average bottle at Charlie 
Palmer Steak costs $60, she says, 
but “if I sense someone is worried 
about spending $400, I can say: 
‘Trust me. I’ve had this.’ It’s easier 


for women to be more sincere.” 

She does not believe, though, 
that female sommeliers tend to 
recommend a style of wine differ- 
ent from what men in the profession 
would propose. “It’s not about my 
personal taste,” she says. “It’s about 
the customers’ experience and their 
style. Novice wine drinkers, men 
and women, tend to like sweeter 
wines, like an Australian shiraz, 
rather than a more Earth- driven 
Bordeaux.” 

Brown and other women are 
still distinctly in the minority. 
No formal education or certifi- 
cation is required to work in the 
field, but some groups, such as the 
highly regarded Court of Master 
Sommeliers, bestow accredita- 
tion on those looking to set them- 
selves apart. Of the 87 people in the 


United States who hold the London- 
based group’s designation of master 
sommelier, 14 are women. That’s up 
from six in 1997. 

This year, of 65 U.S. candidates 
who sat for the master’s exam, 12 
were women (one woman and seven 
men passed). And for the court’s 
third-level advanced sommelier 
exam, of 242 U.S. candidates, 44 
were women. While the number 
of applicants for the U.S. test has 
more than doubled since 2003, the 
number of women applicants has 
quadrupled. 

Undoubtedly, though, women 
still face challenges getting into 
the business. 

“The beverage industry is an 
old-boys club that’s tough to break 
into,” says Barbara Werley, a mas- 
ter sommelier who works at the 
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HE SIPS, SHE SCORES: Nadine Brown, sommelier at Charlie Palmer Steak, suggests a vintage to a pair of regular customers. 


Greenbrier resort hotel in White 
Sulphur Springs, W.Va. Her own 
advancement, Werley says, came 
in the late 1980s when, as director 
of purchasing for the former Jockey 
Club near Dupont Circle, she start- 
ed writing the wine list. 

Women have held their own in a 
variety of restaurant positions, espe- 
cially the pastry department, for 
decades. At the Culinary Institute 
of America in Hyde Park, N.Y., in 
the mid-1980s, 80 percent of the 
student body was male. By last year, 
that number had dropped to 60 per- 
cent. But women’s entrance into the 
wine world has been slower. 

“There were no women CEOs of 
wineries, winemakers, marketing 
directors, few in wine sales. But 
in the last 10 years, that’s been 
completely reversed,” says Karen 
MacNeil, author of “The Wine 
Bible” and host of the PBS series 
“Wine, Food and Friends With 
Karen MacNeil.” “It’s generational. 
And sommelier is just the last area 
that women are getting into.” 

Benchimol recently left her 
position at Rasika to move to Boca 
Raton, Fla., with her husband, chef 
Richard Brandenburg. She holds 
certifications from the New York- 
based Guild of Master Sommeliers 
and from London’s Wine & Spirit 
Education Trust. 

When Rasika’s owner, Ashok 
Bajaj, hired Benchimol in 
December, he says, he was drawn 
to her “because she fits the profile of 
the restaurant: young and hip.” 

“When I moved here from 
London in 1989, all I saw were 
these men with silver cups around 


their necks, unapproachable and 
inaccessible,” says Bajaj, whose six 
restaurants also include the Oval 
Room, the Bombay Club and 701. 
“But now it’s fun. People know so 
much more about wine these days, 
and they like to talk about it.” 

CaterinaAbbmzzetti, wine direc- 
tor of the Willard InterContinental 
Hotel and sommelier at both the 
posh Willard Room and the new, 
casual Cafe du Parc, has two 
advanced wine degrees. A London 
native, she attended a two-year 
viniculture school in California’s 
Napa Valley. The way she sees it, 
the most important requirements 
for success by either men or women 
in the field are dedication and focus. 
“You need a passion for wine — for 
the science, the history, the agri- 
culture, for the winemakers,” says 
Abbruzzetti, 38. 

The increase in the number of 
female sommeliers has dovetailed 
with women’s growing buying 
power in the market. Research by 
the Wine Market Council shows that 
women now account for 60 percent 
of high-end wine buyers, those who 
are more likely to buy bottles cost- 
ing more than $15. 

On a Saturday night at the 2941 
restaurant in Falls Church, som- 
melier Kathryn Morgan can bare- 
ly keep up with customer wine 
requests. And with a 46 -page list 
of more than 5,000 bottles (some 
priced higher than $1,000), there 
is plenty to choose from. 

Wine service at 2941, under 
Morgan’s direction, has drawn 
praise; she was recently nominat- 
ed for an award by the Restaurant 


Association Metropolitan 
Washington but lost to Todd 
Thrasher at Restaurant Eve. 

A former cocktail waitress, 
Morgan, 39, got her first job as 
a sommelier at the Occidental in 
downtown Washington “with no 
formal training, no formal any- 
thing.” She now holds the third- 
level advanced degree from the 
Court of Master Sommeliers. 

Morgan chose a career in wine 
“after I caught the restaurant bug 
in college. I didn’t want to be a serv- 
er forever.” 

This night at 2941, she pops up 
from behind the bar for a quick 
consultation with one couple, 
then rushes off to confer at another 
table, where a couple from Ashburn 
is unhappy that the restaurant has 
run out of their favorite moscato. 

As it turns out, they’re less than 
thrilled with Morgan’s suggestions 
and attitude. 

“She lets you know that she 
knows more about wine than 
you do,” says Sean Joyce, a finan- 
cial adviser with Morgan Stanley. 
“When she spoke to my wife, there 
was this cattiness.” 

Jonathan Krinn, chef and co- 
owner of 2941, says Morgan has prov- 
en abilities and is “super-organized 
and passionate.” But he acknowledges 
that her tableside manner can strike 
some people as brusque. “It’s not easy 
to go up to a table and prove yourself, 
and it may be harder for a woman,” 
he says. “People like to show off 
their knowledge of wine, and if that 
is taken as a challenge, there can be 
a sparring match.”

company in Arlington that hap- 
pens to be a magnet for competitive 
rowers, some with their sights set 
on the Beijing Olympics. The com- 
pany has six world-class rowers on 
its staff of 19. The chief operating 


officer is their coach. The founder 
and chief executive, Sean Gorman, 
has won national titles and says 
he would still compete if he didn’t 
have a company to run. 

In the Washington area’s 
hyper-competitive high-tech 
industry, famed for its many 
hours and obsessive focus on work, 
FortiusOne has taken a decidedly 
different approach by integrating 
the oftentimes -consuming athlet- 
ic pursuits of some of its workers 
with the company’s aim to grow 
into a major Internet player. 

Rowers can take weeks off at 
a time through unpaid leave and 
vacation to compete in events such 
as the Olympic trials and the Royal 
Canadian Henley Regatta. This 
week. Chief Operating Officer 
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Matt Madigan and two staffers 
are in Munich for the world row- 
ing championships, in an effort 
to secure spots in Beijing next 
summer. 

The athletes start each day at 6 
a.m. with an hour-long workout at a 
boathouse in Georgetown and arrive 
at the office at about 8:30 a.m. By 
5:30 p.m., they are back at the boat- 
house for more training. 

Gorman, 33, thinks the ath- 
letes add an edge to his team 
of Internet developers, market- 
ers and salespeople. He says the 
company has built in redundan- 
cies to cover for employees who 
are away at competitions. Some 
make up for hours away by work- 
ing nights and weekends. 

“Rowers are, by nature, super- 
competitive and want to win,” he 
said. “They bring that competi- 
tiveness to work.” 

FortiusOne was created in July 
2005 as an offshoot of Gorman’s 
doctoral dissertation at George 
Mason University in which he 


used publicly available data to 
map the entire fiber-optic net- 
work of the United States. Like 
Gorman’s dissertation, FortiusOne 
uses public data and mapping 
technology to create customized

online maps using content from 
multiple sources. One of its clients 
is Lockheed Martin. 

When Gorman started the 
company, he looked for talent in 
the competitive arena he knew 
best. That meant a well-educated 
pool of potential hires; the best 
rowing schools in the NCAA are 


also some of the strongest aca- 
demically. 

Stiver, a graduate of the 
University of Texas, is a market- 
ing manager at FortiusOne, while 
University of Virginia grad Reck 
compiles political polling data. 
Sarah Trowbridge, another 
Virginia graduate, and Margaret 
Matia, a graduate of the University 
of Michigan, were gold medalists 
at the Pan American Games in 
Brazil this summer; they start- 
ed on the data team this month. 
David Hampton, a collegiate com- 
petitor and second-year medical 
student at Georgetown, also did 
a turn on the data team. 

Gorman says rowers bring 
another valuable credential: a 
high threshold for pain. It’s an 
attribute that Madigan mea- 
sures during boathouse training 
sessions through blood tests for 
lactic acid tolerance as the ath- 
letes sweat on an indoor rower 
known as the “pain machine.”

Hot for Teachers 


School systems 
across the U.S. 
are badly in need 
of new instructors 

As hundreds of thousands of baby 
boomers retire and the No Child 
Left Behind law raises standards for 
new teachers, school systems across 
the country are facing a growing 
scarcity of qualified recruits. 

A labor force that for genera- 
tions cushioned teacher shortages 
and kept salaries relatively low is 
disappearing. Three-quarters of the 
nation’s more than 3 million public 
school teachers are women, a fig- 
ure that has changed little over four 
decades. But in that time, women 
have become more educated, with 
more career choices than ever. So 
far, schools are not faring well on 
the open market. 

“It’s not that you don’t have 
some terrifically talented people 
going into teaching. You do,” said 
Richard J. Murnane, an economist 
at Harvard University’s Graduate 
School of Education. “The issue is 
that you don’t have enough. And 
many are the most likely to leave 
teaching, because they have lots of 
other opportunities.” 


A study co-written by Murnane 
and published this year reports that 
minorities and poor children are 
most likely to be taught by teachers 
with weak academic backgrounds 
or little preparation. Overall, the 
proportion of women who pursue 
teaching after college, as well as the 
caliber of recruits, has declined sig- 
nificantly since the 1960s. 

The number of college-edu- 
cated women in the United States 
tripled from 1964 to 2000, accord- 
ing to a 2004 study by University of 
Maryland economists, but the share 
of those graduates who became 
teachers dropped from 50 percent 
to 15 percent in the same time. And 
although in 1964 one in five young 
female teachers graduated in the 
top 10 percent of her high school 
class, the rate was closer to one in 
10 by 2000. 

The growing paucity of talented 
recruits comes as federal policies 
are tightening requirements for 
teacher qualifications. 

The No Child Left Behind law, 
recognizing widespread research 
that shows teacher quality helps 
drive student achievement, requires 
teachers to have college degrees, full 
state teaching licenses and dem- 
onstrated proficiency in their sub- 
jects. The requirement is intended 


to keep school systems from relying 
on emergency credentials or assign- 
ing teachers to subjects they are not 
certified to teach. 

The 33 -year career of Debbie 
Valcour, 55, a math teach- 
er at Sterling Middle School in 
Loudoun County, exemplifies the 
path taken by many boomers. 
Valcour, who retired last spring.

hid tears behind oversize sun- 
glasses as her last students rushed 
out the door. She graduated from 
Bradley University in Peoria, 111., 
with a bachelor’s degree in educa- 
tion and a certifrcate to teach fourth 
through seventh grades. 

“We didn’t have a lot of options 
back then,” she said. “Actually, I 
didn’t have any idea what I could 
do. Nobody talked about it.” 

She took a job in Loudoun in 
1974 — near McLean, where she

had attended high school — and 
there she stayed. Her salary start- 
ed at $5,000 for a partial year and 
plateaued at $85,000 more than 
two decades and a master’s degree 
later; it was augmented by her hus- 
band’s larger government paycheck. 
They bought a house in Sterling and 
raised two sons, who are now pursu- 
ing business careers, and a daugh- 
ter, who just got her first teaching 
job at a Fairfax County elementa- 
ry school. 

When she needed a new chal- 
lenge, Valcour switched from ele- 
mentary school to middle school 
and from language arts to math. 

Along the way, the economy and 
the mission of public education 
shifted. Although her early students 
had a shot at good jobs right after 
high school, more recent graduates 
will probably need higher degrees 
to earn competitive wages. As the 
United States faces stiff competition 
in technology and engineering, solid 
math skills are at a premium. 

Math teachers now face more 
pressure to engage students, to get 
them to really understand and enjoy 
scientific notation and exponents 
— something Valcour worked hard 
to do on during a warm afternoon 
in a room full of 24 chatty sixth- 
graders last spring. 

No Child Left Behind, enacted 
in 2002, during Valcour’s 28th year 
in teaching, elevated the impor- 
tance of standardized tests. She 
said that most of her class time 
soon was dedicated to preparing 


for them. As Loudoun recruiters 
seek to replace her, the law adds 
pressure to find a teacher with a 
college major or minor in math, 
a qualification that more than a 
third of secondary math teachers 
lack, according to the federal gov- 
ernment. 

To offset a shortfall of 280,000 
qualified math and science teach- 
ers projected by 2015, the National 
Council of Teachers of Mathematics 
advocates more competitive pay —

a controversial move away from a 
fixed salary structure that some 
teacher advocates say reflects a 
mentality that teaching is a sec- 
ond income. 

Many schools are also trying 
to fill hard-to- staff positions by 
appealing to working profession- 
als rather than relying on traditional 
teacher preparation programs. 

Vanessa Chang, 28, who 
wrapped up her first year of teach- 
ing last spring at nearby Park View 
High, is a typical example of that 
new approach to recruiting. After 
graduating from the University of 
Virginia with degrees in German 
and economics, she tried a job in 
information technology that lasted 
less than a year, followed by a stint 
in public relations. 


“I couldn’t decide what I want- 
ed to do,” she said. Finally, she got 
a job at a nonprofit organization, 
where she worked for five years. 
Toward the end, she took evening 
classes part time to become certi- 
fied to teach English as a second 
language. 

Chang said that landing her first 
teaching job was easy. Recruiters 
everywhere have been hard-pressed 
to fill jobs to serve the growing 
immigrant student population. 
Chang was hired in Loudoun 
with a provisional license before 
completing her course work. Her 
starting salary was about $42,000 
per year. 

Getting up to speed has been 
much harder. In the first months, 
she would work until late at night, 
then lie awake “thinking, thinking, 
thinking” about school, she said. For 
most of the year, she woke up at 
5 a.m. to plan lessons and prepare 
handouts and then stayed at school 
until at least 5 p.m., grading papers 
or helping the pep rally dance team 
or the ESL homework club. 

In such a demanding job, the 
turnover rate is high. 

Although the impending loss of 
a wave of retirees troubles school 
systems, the annual attrition of 
younger teachers is an even big- 
ger challenge. 

About a third of new teachers 
leave the profession after three years. 
After five years, the number is clos- 
er to 50 percent, the District-based 
Center on Education Policy report- 
ed in 2006. Recruiting and training 
new teachers costs the country $7 
billion per year, according to an esti- 
mate by the National Commission 
on Teaching and America’s Future, 
also based in the District. 

Richelle Patterson of the 
American Federation of Teachers, a 
union, said high mobility is a defin- 
ing characteristic of the modern 
work force. Schools must find inno- 
vative ways to support new teachers 
“for however long they are trying to 
be in the system,” she said. 

Chang is committed for five 
years. “It will take that long to get 
the hang of this,” she said. 

Beyond that, she’s not sure. 
She toys with the idea of work- 
ing for another nonprofit group, 
the State Department or a com- 
munity college. 

“I like the idea of moving 
around,” she said. “I could see myself 
doing a lot of other things.” mich ael
